Ripe Old Age 


There is no doubt considerable truth in the statement 
pur- 


porting to be made by President 
Madriz of Nicaragua 
to the 


effect that the insurrectionary movement 
which has been in 


progress in that chronically turbulent Central American re- 
public would be quickly suppressed if the government 
had 


only the Nicaragua insurgents 
to deal with. The statement 


is an implied complaint against the attitute of the United 


States in regard to Americans who have enlisted 
under 
the 


banner of the Estrada revolutionists, and who have been cap- 
tured in armed resistance 
to the recognized 
government. 
A 


prisoner is now in the hands ofMadriz who in the hour of 
his trouble sets up his claim of being an American citizen, 


and appeals, to the United States 
for protection in his dilem- 


ma. 
The task assigned him by the insurgents 
was 
to lay 


mines in the neighborhood of Bluefields, and 
explode them 


at the right moment upon the approach of the Madriz forces.' 
He was caught red-handed in this business, and in face of a 


court martial trial, and 
perhaps 
a speedy 
execution, 
the 


United States intervenes 
and asks for a fairand regular trial. 


The request from this powerful nation has a potent influence 
with the 
weak government 
of Nicaragua. 
The situation 


tends to keep alive the insurgent cause, and also to encourage 


adventurers 
from this country to foment strife in other weak 


nations. 
Americans who mix up in the affairs of foreign 


countries to the extent of taking sides in actual war, are not 
entitled to much consideration on the ground of being citi- 


zens of the United States, 
They should be made 
to assume 


all the risk pertaining to their self-imposed, 
hazardous 
call- 


ing. 
Similar interference by foreigners 
with the 
domestic 


affairs of the United States 
would not be tolerated 
for a 


moment, and any protest from the outside intended 
to affect 


the disposition of the case, would meet with scant 
courtesy. 


The interests of the United States demand stable governments 
in the republics ofCentral and South America. Itis equally 
import for our trade with these nations that cordial relatious 
should be maintained with their respective governments. 
It 


is evident that the Madriz government 
is dubious 
about the 


friendship of the United States. 
The fact that enlistment of 


men for the rebel army, and shipment of war material, has 
been conducted 
from American soil, naturally 
awakens 
a 


feeling of resentment 
on the part of Nicaragua. 
In the event 


of the final triumph of the Madriz forces— which is very like- 
ly from present 
indications— this feeling of distrust willre- 


main. 
More than likely it is shared in to a greater 
or less 


degree by most of the Latin republics. 
It is on a par with 


the fear of the small-fry republics 
being 
gobbled 
up by the 


big overshadowing 
power of the United States. 
We should to 


allay this suspicion, and cultivate closer 
relations 
with the 


weaker 
sisters 
to the south, but it must be confessed 
that 


the policy the administration 
has been pursuing is not work- 


ing inthat direction, 


Mr Neipps was a good neighbor.

then is no '•'dream," but is a 
fact that

Iwalked out east 
of 
Auburn 
to 


look at trees 
and 
vineyards that have 


b.een planted, since Iwa,s here 
last, ,"and 


are rt6w bearing fruit. 
As early as 1864 
Ihad been in Auburn when the 
Central 


Pacific railroad 
wasn't 
hardly 
thought 


of. 
As early as that 1 had 
been 
over 


the ground from Auburn to'Grass Valley, 
and 
from Auburn to Newcastle, 
when 


hardly a foot of it was 
thought 
worthy 


of taking up. 
I could have 
had my 


choice of almost any of it. Ifeel 
then 


that Iam competent 
to compare that part 


of the county from Auburn to Sacramen- 
to with that of our own land that at this 
time really &o:s begging fom two facts, 
Ist there is no railroad here to give our 
land a market, 
the next Is 
easterners 


coming 
to California 
have 
but little 


idea that Amador 
county is upon 
the 


map. 
Itis not advertised, and thus

MURDER NEAR AUKUM 


L. P. Coscia, Found Dead 
—Skull Crushed 


T h e two boys who 
escaped from 
industrial school w ere captured in 
county this week by W. H. 
White 
L. 1. Rowland, sp ecial officers of 
school. 
One of the 
boys, George 
wards, was captured Sunday near 
C rim ea house, about four miles below 
C h in e se camp, and th e other one, Jo h n 
LaGrande, was located Monday at th e 
App m ine, where he 
had secured era- 
plom ent. 
The school officers were 
as- 
sitsed in their search by sheriff S w ee- 
ncv and constable La Front, who found 
w here the boys 
w ere. 
They 
w ere 
brough to Sonora and put in jail for sa fe 
keeping until train tim e Tuesday m o rn ­ 
ing, w hen they were taken back to lone. 
The boys were in the industrial 
i n s t i ­ 
tution upon a charge 
of burglary, an d 
their tim e of service 
there had about 
expired when they took advantage of th e 
partial freedom whicli had been granted 
them and ran away. 
They were e m ­ 
ployed in the school 
paint shop, an d 
enjoyed the confidence of the officers o f 
the institution to a certain extent, 
b u t 
they w ill now be compelled to serve 
their full time again a s punishment. 


Tuesday morning sh e riff Sweeney had 
a nice breakfast prepared for the boys, 
and w ent to the cells to see that it was 
served. 
Edwards ate h i s and was o r­ 
dered to get ready for the train, 
but 
when th e sheriff went 
to get him, h e 
found th at he had gone back to bed and 
was barely gotten ready *n time to catch 
tne train. 
Upon going to serve break­ 
fast to LaGrange, sheriff Sweeney found 
him hanging on the w all 
with a rope 
around h is neck which h e had fastened 
to the sill. 
His body w a s twitching and 
he was 
black in the 
face and nearly 
dead. 
The sheriff q u ick ly cut 
him 
down an d found him unconscious. 
The 
blood show ed through th e skin on his 
neck, a n d there was a red mark around 
it w here the rope touched it 
He was 
restored to consciousness, but was still 
in a dazed condition at th e time lie was 
taken to the train. 
He would say little 
as to h is reason for attem pting suicide 
othei than that he would rather be dead 
than go back to the reform school. 
He 
had a close call, as he w ould have been 
strangled ha& he remained hanging but a 
few m om ents longer. 
LaGrange 
had 
taken the blanket from h is bed and toin 
it in strip s and made th e rope with 
which he tried to end h is life. 
The 
boys had been 
singing 
but 
a 
few 
minutes 
before, and seem ed to have 
little care or worry and 
tiieie was no 
thought o n the part of the sheriff or jail 


L. P. Coscia, was found dead near 


his cabin at Mt. Aukum last week, Fri 


day, the 27th instent by 
Louis Seeley. 


The body was lying about 80 feet from 


the cabin, 
under some 
walnut trees. 


It was thought that death 
had resulted 


from natural causes, 
th e 
body being 
badly decomposed, and th e coroner was 
notified. 


Arrangements were made 
for an in­ 
quest to be held by Ju stice John Koh- 
ert, and n o foul play 
w as suspected 
During th e progress cf th is inquest it 
developed th at a murder had been com­ 
mitted. 
Sheriff Cook and 
district at­ 
torney Thompson were notified and took 
the matter up at once. 
T h e 
body was 
brought to 
Placerville 
Saturday, 
the 
28th, and 
a 
second 
c o ro n e r’s 
jury 
viewed the rem ains and took 
additional 
testimony, u nder acting coroner, Justice 
F. N. Spencer, on Tuesday 
last. 
Dr. 
W. A. R eckers and Dr. G. H. Runckel 
made a thorough exam ination of the 
dead man, an d discovered th a t the skull 
had been crushed in, both 
jaw bones 
fractured, and his false teeth broken in 
two by a blow from some hea v y imple­ 
ment. 
A bloody ax handle 
found near 
the body was, 
no doubt, 
u s e d by the 
murderer in h is work. 


Sheriff C o o k 
now has u n d e r arrest 
three suspects, Ira Allen, aged about 19 
vears—a stepson of Albert G . 
Hart of 
Mt. A u k u m ; 
Carl Goffinet, 
about 21 
vears old, a n d Frank Odell, 
about 49 
years of age. 
They a r e ' n o w in jail 
here, but no 
formal charge 
lias been 
made against the two latter. 
Allen will 
certainly be 
charged with th e 
crime 
within a few hours. 


Mr Coscia was a native o f Torino, 
Italy, about 68 years o f age. 
H is pass­ 
port is dated Ju n e , 1874, 
w h ic h would 
indicate that he came to this 
county at 
that time. 
H e was an educated man, 
having graduated from the U niversity of 
Berne, Switzerland, and taken 
a 
post­ 
graduate course at the U niv ersity 
of 
California. 
H e was an expert civil en­ 
gineer and 
spoke 
several 
languages 
fluently. 
He had been a re sid e n t of 
Aukum neighborhood for tw enty years, 
his cabin located in a lonely s p o t some 
distance off th e main road, 
and was 
known to have contained considerable 
money, which was probably t h e incen­ 
tive for the crim e.
